a commiseion must be appointed to fix the
rates. aud the interest can be then computed
aceordingly. Should the General Asscmbly
tnke no action upon this subject during the
present scasion, the funding will be executed
in conformity to the provisions of the Act
aforesaid.
TIIE PENITENTIARY.

Pursuant to the provisions ot the Act of
the late extra session, to estublish o Peniten-
tiary, I appointed Messrs. William Gregg, of
Edgefield, William R. Robertson, of Fairficld,
and Arehibald Cuneron. of Charleston, “Com-
missioners of the Denitentiary” *“to sclect
and procure a site and to eveet 2 suituble
temporary cuclosure and temporary cells,”
They have performed the duty ofs clecting
and procuring the site, and have ordered the
work on the cells 1o commence. I eubmit to
you herewith their report, together with the

laus, cstimates and drawings of the entire
establishinent, prepaved by Capt. T. I. Lee,
the Engincer and Arvchiteat. The site is
withiu the gorporate limits of the eity of Co-
Tumbia—i platean of several aeres of level
surfuce. with a bold bluft on the canal, rising
ome sixty feet above the level of the river.—
A track less than half a mile, nearly at grade,
will connect the building with the Greenville

tuilrond at o point one-hnlf o mile from the
depots of the South Carolina aud Greenville
and Columbia Railroad, The water now run-
ning through the canal will furnish all the
motive power that will be needed for many
years, Its accessibility from.every part of
the State by railrord, and the faeilities there-
by afforded for the transportation of prison-
ers, provisions and materials, and for ship-
ping the sopplies mauufactured, make it o
most ndmirnble-and advantageous location.
Granite, in inexhaustible quantities can be
procured, if not within the walls, certainly
awvithin o stone’s throw of them, without any
cost of transportation. Its loeation, within
ihe ¢ity Lmite, will allow the number of
guards tobe reduced greatly below the foree
which avould be requisite for the safe-keeping
wof the prisoners in remote localitice where
the population is sparse. It is believed by
the Architeet and Engineer having the work
in charge that cells may be in readiness by
the first of January to receive convicts. i

The Engineer aud Arcbitect estinmtes the
appropriation needed for the rapid and suc-
casflprosecution of the work for the next
year at forty-five thousand dollars,

. I directed the Commissioners who were
ordered to sell the buildings, machinery, &e.,
-of the State Works at Greeuville, 1o reserye
sueh machinery as might be-usefully employ-
ed in the_gpanufuctuye of wood and iron in
the Penitentiavy, when fully in operation.—
T'he reservation was made, and there willdbe
in thedfuture ouly trifling outlay needed for
wmachinery to operate most Lrapeles of man-
ufuctures of wood and iron.

TUL LAND SCIUP FOR THE AGRICULTURAL AND

MECIANICAL COLLEGE.

In gheflicnee to the resiintion of the Gen-
sorul Assembly. passed at the speeisl session,
1 appoiuted Johu 8. Riclhardson, Esq., Agent
of the State, for the purpose of procuring-
wuil selling the land serip to which this State
was entilled under the Act of Congress, es-
tablishing Awriculteral and Mechanical Col-
Nezes.  He wus fwmished with a cortified
-copy of the resolution, diuly authenticated,
nud filed it in the Department of the Intevior.
From a.communication adilvessed to me by
the Hon, O, H.” Browning, Secretary of the
Antevior, a copy of which is herewith com-
npunicated, it will be seen that he declines to
‘isgue the serip until the Lepgislature aceepis,
by ;Act, the douation in conformity to the
provizions of the law of the Coungress of the
United States, muking the grant. No time

- whgulidibe lost in securing this munificent do-
jiation to the cause of education and science,
and I recommend that an Aet be passed for
that purpuse. This step will certainly be
accepted as o compliance with ull the re-
equirements of the .Uongressional law.

‘En.some of the Northern States, the fund
thus raised lbas been u=ed in establishing
sghouls for teaching the hranches required
Ty Acf of Congress, in existing Colleges and
Universities ; and if this policy should com-
mend itself to your approval, the ngricultu-
ral and mechanical features of the College
may be engrafted on the University of South
Carolina, and suve the State all expense for
la:ds and buildings required to be furnished
Ly it. The buildings of the Uniywwity are
.commodious cuough ty aveormmodate all stu-
-dents that may desire to ipatricclate, and,
the-lands adjacent to anid owned by the Col
lege wili furmish sufficient lund for an experi-
nziital farm. 1t is very important, if the do-
nation be aceepted, that such legislation shall
Jbe adopted at- the present session, as will
make it availuble, independently of, or in
conjunction wisd, the University.

WIEE SOUTH CAROLINA UNITERSITY -
; Was orgnnized early in Junuary last, and
Jhas now about sixty-five students, Lut its
mumnber of matrievls'es las not heen equalio
sthe expoctation of its friends. The Act of
Ingt December, establishiug an University,
requires éurther mmendment, by providing
forMedical and Law Schools as a part of the
general system of University educntion.—
Mawy gf tne young man o go o the Uui-
versities -of other States, to prosecute their.
studies in these professions, wonld willingly
avail themselves of the opportunity, if offered,
«of pursuing them here.  With one Professor
of Law, and two Professors in the Melical

SGhoo}. in conjunctian with the Irufessor of
‘Chemistry plrendy there, these schaols could
‘be putiinto complete and -guccessful opera-
How, and the hope might ‘flien bercasonally
entertained” thut the number of stullents
would be largely incveased. The DBourd of
‘Trustees, for reasous whick were, doubtless,
satisfactory to them, declined, in May last,
to fill the chair of Modern Lunguages. This
importunt branch of medern education should
not longer go unprovided 1or, aud the Trus-
tees will, donbtless, fill the vacknt.chair at
stheir annual meeting in December. The In-

Until the University ean be nuule to merit the
patrorage of the Siate, by enlarged facilities
for nequiring knowtedse inscience, langunges
and the lenrned professions, its friends can-
Aot expeet to command o general publie pat-
ronage to sustain it.

Ay forty members.  This makes it a very un-
avieldybody, -Tts numbers destroy all ‘sense
.of individual respousibility in the maunje
Jueut of the affuirs of the University.  Nearly
one-half of the Board are Trustees ex officio,
~nd]” with «rare exceptions, these er afficio
<Juembers.constitute, by renson of cfficial en-
_.gaget-lm&é'w,lﬂch call "them to Columbin in
_lrlhy‘and'l)c'éémbcr, the majority who attend
itg session. It was found nearly impossille
to scenre the attendance of a quorum, (one-
Jinlfofthe Board,) -and you provided by law,
.at the last seagion, that nine should constitute
s quorum in a Board of thiriy-nine members.
A smaller body would realize more fully their
responsibility to the State for the proper
manngement of its principal educational in-
stitution. I therefore recommend that the
Bourd be reduced to seven members, and ap-

pointed in sueh wanner as the General As-
sewbly, in its wisdom, may dircet.
TIE PURUHASE OF CORN.

Pursuant to the resolution of 21st Sepiem-
ber last passed by the General Assembly, 1
appointed Colonel D. Wralt Aiken Agent of
the Stete to make purchases of corn. Ilav-
ing sutisfied himselt fully that the double re-
strietion imposed in the resolution rendered
it impossible to effect purchases, he deelined
the appointment. I eoneurred fully in his
conclugion, that the double vestvietion ren-
dered the whole scheme nugalory, and I have
not, thorefore, appointed ancther, Agent.—
The resolution reguired that three hundred
thousand dollars of bonds should povehase
and deliver in the State three hundred thou-
sand hushels of corn, It is reasonably cer-
tain that the Londs could not have heen sold
for more than seventy cents 1o the dollar, and
corn cenld not he purchased, in any market,
and "delivered, at one dollur per bushel.—
The correspoundence between Colonel wind
miy=elf is herewith communicated.

The grain erop of the State has been gath-
cred, and you ave better prepared now, than
at the extra session, to deteymine the defi-
ciencw, und what will be needed to supply
the absolute wants of the poor. When yon
have fixed the amount, the grave question
arises, how are you to supply the funils to
purchuse it? 'The feverish and unscttled eon-
dition of public affairs has not tended to ap-
preciate the credit of the Southern Stules;
and if the purchase of a large nmount of
breadstuffs for distyibution among the poor,
isto be effected Ly the &nle of State bounds,
it ean only be accomyplished at a ruinous dis-
court. The question is enrnestly commended
to your gravest deliberation.

The firm of Browme & Sehirmer, grain
merchnnis of Charleston and Columbia, have
made a proposition ta furnish corn, and have
requested me to lay it before you. They
propose that. if the State shall advanee to
them twenty-five thousand dollars, which
they will give appraved security to refund,
thay will engage to furnish sixty thousand
bushels of corn per month, to he sold at ae-
tual cost, with transportation and two-und-
one-half per.cent. commissions added, fo
the eitizens of the State; invoices to he sub-
mitted to copmissioners, nud the corn to be
subject to inspection by the conunissioners
or by an agent. If nlarger amount shonld
be needed monthly, that lorger nmonnt will
be furnished, upon condition that the Stnte
uilie a pro rate inerease of the loan. The
money loaned is to be retrrned as soon as the
contract terminntes, 1t is proposed by these
geutlenten to establish depots for the sale of
the corn in Charleston, Columbia and Marion,
from which pomts it muy be readily distrib-
nted to every section of the State. The
snenthers of the firm are enterprizing and
trustworthy, and, if such #"conltract is awar-
ded them, they will doubtless fulfill its stipu-
lutions with fdality.  If the necessities ul'the
Siate shiould reyuire the importation of one
miliion of bushels, to supply the wonts of
those who must buy and arve ableto pay, (he
saving to the people of the State, Ly such an
arpangement, would not fall short of two
hundred thousand  dollars, .

1 Lave been informed that a proposition of
ihe same sort will be submitted to you hy A.
M. Riker, = grain merchant of Charleston,
who can furnish yon with satisfactory testi-
moninls of intezrity ant ‘husiness capacity.
These plans for supplying with corn the whole
population, iucluding the Boards of Commis-
sioners of the Poor, wiw will be compelled to
provide for a Javge umaiber of indigent pers
sons, at 4 profit of only 1wo-and-ashalf’ per
cent. to the contractar, on eost and expenses,
are commeended to your favorable consilera-
tion. = .

| THE PEGUNIARY STRESS OF TUE PEOPLE
4@ LAIOE,

The ghort crepsof grain and cotton eanses
the jndebtedness of the people to press lreav-
ily onbem. This state of things imposes on
every generons-ereditor the duty of making
as liberal compremises wirh his iebtors ns
he ean admit without pecuniary ruin.  If he
lias hoau fortunate in escaping the general
wregk, hie shold cheerfully lend n helping
hand to his less fortunate neighbor who is still
struggling in a sea of deht.  Legislation con-
gsistent with the constitution and the general
interest of the community may be adopted,
avhich will greatly velieve the public. Ire-
iterate my recommendstion made at the extra
sesgion, that imprisonment for debtbe abal-
ished, exeept in cases of frand, and when
a debtor is about yemoving his person or
property without the limits of the State, that
the insolvent lnws be so exdended,that a debt-
or iy, by petition, on giving three month’s
netice to all his ereditors, requive them to
come in and prove their demands, and upon
his survendering his entive effeets for their
benefit, they be perpetually havred from ever
again proveeding against him in the Courts
of this $tate; amd that inall easts where a

defendant is seed aml maked no defence to

the action, no costs
him.

Persons suijuris can now eompromise with
their debtors, and often find it 'to their iuter-
est to do so, but such as oceupy n fidueivry
position are restrained by the stringency of
degal rules; and not being nuthorized 1o com-
pound with debtoys, they frequently‘lose the
entivedebt. It is soumd policy to wmodify
those rules, so as to allow them to compound
the demanids they holil against dehtors, ta-
ing eare to guard against fraud or ill faith on
their part

Tinvite your aftention {o the propriety of
passing n homestead lnw, and of extending
the value of articles exempt from levy amdl
sale, for the head of each family.  Most
of the States have made mueh move tib-
eral and humaue provisions than Sonth
Cavolina for gnavding the families of wn-
fortunate and imprevident debtors ngninst
being cust out won the awoerld, houseless nad
hreadless, The decisions of seme of the
State Courts linve affivmed the constitutional
power of ther Legislatures to enact
incrensing the exemptions from levy and sale,
oven upon antegedent debte, It iz nat dy
cany means clear that youare precluded from
enacting such a luw, cither by precedent, rea-
son, Justice, or the Constitution.

GENERAL INCORPORATION ACT.

I respectfully renew my former recommen-
dations, thet o genera] Incovporation Act be
passed.  Capital ghoudd Dbeinvited into the
State by every legitimate means, and ready
fneilities for organizing chartered companies,
where it may be concentrated for enterpri-
ses too large for individual effort, would pro-
niote the end, and are greatly needed. Such
an Act would save much of the time which
the General Assembly js now compelled to
devote to granting charters, and would re-
duce, very materinlly, the annual cost of
printing Bills and Acls of incorporation.

THE INSANE ASYLUM,

I communicate herewith the report of Dr.
Parker, Superintendent aud Physicinn of the
Asylum. You will learn frow jt that there
are now in the institntion 143 patients, of
whom 56 are paying and 87 ave charity pa-
tients, The latter list will soon be inereused
suntepially by transfer from the former, avi-
sing from the inability of present paying pa-
tients to rajse funds finthur to support them-
gelves. The institution is admirably mau- |
aged in all its departments, and I comiaend
it to your continued favor.

Tl DEAF AND DUMD ANH THE BLIND.

The {onunissioners of the dsylum for the
Deaf and Dumb and the Blind, at Cedar
Springs. in Spartauburg Distriet, met inJune
Inst, and wade the necessary arvrangements
for putting the schools into epevation, under
the supervision of Messre, enderson and
Walker. The benvdiug-house and schouls
were opened  early in Novemiier, and they
have now resumed thelilong suspended Fune-
tions under the mest favorahle nnspices,
I'he sehouls are vapidly filling up, und Pt
isz to reach, atan early day, the maximum
number heretofore attained,  “fhe reports of
the Commissioners and Saperintendents will
be =oon trangmitted to you.

CONSTITUTIONAL

AMENDMENT TROPOSED DY

. CONGRESS,

I fransmit herewith a communication from
the Hon, Wi 11, Seward, covering the (‘on-
stitutional nmendment proposed to the sever-
al Stfes of the Union, by the Congress of
the United States, listory furnishes few exam-
wles of a people who liave been required to
Toncedé more tp the will of thelr conquerors
than the people of the South. Every conees-
sion we lave made, lowever,so far from
touching the rangnanimity or genercsity of
the vietors, bas sharpened their malice and
intensified their revenge. A

In the Fwrrender of our lasterganized army !
of the late Confederate Qovernment, Gener-
als Jolinson und Sherman, c¢achrepresenting
the military power and anthority of his re-.
gpective Bovernment, agreed upoen certuin
terms of capinrlation.” While expeting in
some respects, these tomsavere in the main |
such asa liberaland genorons victor would
coneede to a fallen for. ‘iliey werc nccep-’
ted in good faith by the Southern people, and
every organized body of soldiers in opposi-
tion to-the laws of the Uniteld Siates were in
a few duys dispersed.  Eearcely Lip@ the fuet
uf the eapitulation been made public, however,
before itawas unnounced that the terms were
repudiated by the Excentive authority of
the United -Stutes, and a proclamation was
issued, offering anesty, with numerous ex-
cepted elasses, to those who hind participated
in the “war. These classes also nequieseed,
and conformipg to the requirentents of the
{LClietf Executive generally, mule applieation
for pavdon. Then fullowed Militury Gover-
wors and the military oecupation ol the
couptry, under which the rights of the citizen

Jwere regilaled by no known rules, and he

was tried and punished by no known luws,
This condition of things was also nequicseed
in with remurkable patience. Tzoyisional
Governors were then apponinted, whose
functions were performed jointly with the
mililary communders, and conventious called
by these Governors were assembled to change
the orgnniclaw of the soveral States. Thus
did the people of Syuth Caroling assemble
and obliterate the Constitution that had been
magle and linllowed by such men as Rutledge,
Pinekney, Marion and Sumter. We were re-
quired to abolish slavery, which had existed
for two hundred years, and was intimntely

1 interwoven with the whgle saeial, industrinl

and financial fybric ofthe State.  We abeyed.
When thé Legislature nssembled, we were
required to ratify the Constitutional amend-
ment abolishing slavery in the United States,
amd  were made, in part, instrnments to ac-
complish that resultin J{entucky and Dela-
wire, when those States ind refused eo do se
of their ownaglition. - We obeyed.  In addi-
tion Lo this, all the citizens of South Caroli-
na, with seaveely an exception, took the nm-
nesty eath, which required thain to sustain
and support all the proclumations and luws
made duringthe war, and particularly those
velnting tothe nbolition of slavery, These
oaths have heonohservel by the gieat mass
of thg people with singular fidelity, aud every
essential attribute of ~a true and thurough
luyalty to the Constitution nml Union has
been exbbited sl practiced.  In addition to
all this, the General Assembly of the State
Las, by solemn ennctment, neeorded Lo the
bluck race. all the rights of person nud
awl property cenjoyed by the white race
Tley enn buy and sell, grant, convey and de-
vise. 11 their person or personal vights are
invaded, the swme judieisl tribunals vindi-
cate them.  Thiey go upon the witness shind
and testify; they are permitted to testify in
their own cuses, even wlen on trial for the
gravest offences.  lluw muny of the States
pow enjoying ao representition in that Con-
zress which proposes this amendment Lo us
for rntifiention necopd by their.own luws the
smno general rights und  privileges to the
black man? They have bul o menger nun-
Sew of negroes in their midst, and if ullowed
to vote, their frnorance and depravity would
prodice no apprecinbie efect upon the result
being less than one anid one-cign: DLX cent. of
tne voting populution, wherens their relutive
pumber liere i3 forty-one Dlacks to thirty

informalion or education—steeped in ignor-
unece, crime and_ vice, shoull go to the polls
and cleet men {o Uongress whr are to pass
Taws taxing and governing them! Now that
all this has been done, what further or higher
pledge of lionorable obedience can be given
by one people to another? Does the majori-
ty who now rule Congress expect to make us
better men or better eitizens—more service-
able to the countiy in peace and inwar, by
fuvther humiliating and degrading us?  Not-
withstanding all these pledges s conces-
sions: it is spught still further to lumilinte
and degrade the Bouth. Eleven of the South-
crn States, including South Cavoling, ave de-
prived of their representation in Congress.
Although their Senators n nil Representatives
have been duly clected, and have presented
themselves for the purpose of taking their
seats, their eredentinls have, in most instan-
ces, beeh Inid upon the table without heing
vead, or have been referred to a commitlee,
wlo have failed to make any report on the
subject. In short, Congress hag refused to
exercise its Constitutional funetions, and de-
cide cither upon the election, the return, or
the qualification of those sclected by the
States and people to represent us.  Some of
the Senators and Representatives from the
Southern States were prepared to take the
test oath, but even these lave been persist-
ently ignored, and kept. out of the scats to
which they were entitled under the Constitu-
tion and laws. Hence this amendment has
not been proposed by “two-thirds of both
1lonses” of a legnlly constituted Congress,
and, Constitutionally or legitimately, before
a single Legislature for ratification. Waiv-
ing this point, however, is it compatible with
the interest, or consistent with the honor of
{his. State, to Tatify that amendment? Do
not its first and last sections, if adopted, con-
for upon Congress the absolute right of de-
termining who shall be citizens of the re-
spective States, and who shall exercise the
clective franchise and enjoy any and sll of
¢he Tights, privileges and immunities of citi-
genship? The scctions, referred to not only
do this, but they subvert the theory and prac-
tice of the Governmeat since its foundation,
by abrogating the right of fixing the elective
franchise conferred upon the respective State
Governments, and by giving the representa-
tives of Oregon or California in Congress the
power to declare what shall constitute the
measure of citizenship within the limits of
South Caroliza or Georgia. Who is most
fikely to ‘exexrcise this power judiciously—
the citizens of the State wherein the regula-
tion iz Lo be made, or non-residents, who ure
cptirely ignorant of the population, the in-
telligeice, neeessities and vesonrces for which
legislution is undertakan ? - Witlithis gmend-
wment incorpurated in the Constitation, does
not the Federal Government cease'to he one
of “limited powers” inall of the essential
qualities which consiitute such a form of Go-
verument?  Nay, move: does not its nadop-
tion reverse the well-approved doctrine, that
the United States shall exercise no powers,
unless expregly delegated by the Constitu.
tion ¥

The thied seetien, ifits spivit were earried
out, would rot only flisorganize the State Go-
vernment in all of its deparuments, but wonld
render it nearly impossible for the people of
South Carolina, at least, to re-organize a go-
vennment until (Congress, hy n two-thirds
vote in- the ease of cach individual person,
removes the disability, And this, for the
veason that when secession was determined
upon by the Convention of -the State, South
Carolinn may ke truly said to lbave been a
unit in sustaining-he doctrine, anid in enrn-
estly and zealously prosocuting the war.—
When, therefore, every citizen who, at any
time prior to secession had taken the oath
"o nort the Comstitution of this State,
and of the United States,” and who subse-
quently aidod nad abetted the war, is exelu-
ded from every officiul position, State as weil
us Federal, the magnitude of the disability
is unveiled. Every officer in the past of the
State, €ivil and military, was required, be-
fore enfering upon the discharge of the du-
ties of his office, to subseribe to such an oath,
from the Senater in Congress to the licuten-
ant in the beat companies.  Who then can be
made Jadges, Congressmen, Legislators, Dis-

ohserved, therefore, that as to this State, the
adoption of the imendment will necessaxily
result in perjury on the part of those who
attempt to fill sueh offices, or to anarehy, if
they ure not filled,  Congress, violating ano-
ther established pringiple of the Censtitution,
confers upon itgelf the right of the predon-

the I'resident.  Ilow long would it oceupy
the attention of that hody to remove the djs-
abilitiesimposed, for a sudicient numpber of
our citizens to fill the respective offices in
Sonth Carolina alone?
